Thi 
necklaces were valued at $35,160 and $4,500 
respectively, which with 60 per cent. duty 
added, made their aggregate value in tl 
market, according to the Government’s 
claim, about $63,456. On final reappraise- 
ment the values were reduced consider- 
ably. 

About two months after the goods had 
been seized Mrs. Dodge filed a claim for 
the goods in the United States District 
Court in answer to the suit brought by the 
United States District Attorney, asking 
for a forfeiture of the jewelry upon severa 
different grounds of action. After the 
swer was filed an application was n 
to the Court to amend the informati 
which was granted, and an order to 
effect entered in the court March :

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Boy Convicted of Burning Lancaster Sil- 
ver Plate Co.’s Factory Pleads 
Guilty of Larceny. 

LANcASTER, Pa., April 25.—In the Quar- 
ter Session Court, last week, George 
Swenk, aged 17 years, was convicted of 
having been implicated with Clyde Hack- 
man, aged 14 years, in having fired and 
destroyed the Lancaster Silver Plate Co.’s 
factory, Nov. 17, in the heart of Lancaster, 
causing a loss of $100,000. The crime was 
committed because the boys wanted a hol- 

iday. 

Hackman, who has been sent to the 
House of Refuge from the Juvenile Court, 
turned State’s evidence. In a confession to 
the District Attorney, the day of his ar- 
rest, he implicated Swenk and Harry 
Burns, aged 24 years, of Philadelphia, an 
employe of the factory at the time of the 
fire, as were the boys above named, but at 
the Magistrate’s hearing he exonerated 
Burns, saying he had nothing to do with 
the fire. When Swenk was tried, however, 
Hackman repeated his original story of 
Burns’ guilt. The latter was acquitted, 
though, strangely enough, compelled to pay 
the costs. 

Swenk, at the same court, pleaded guilty 
to stealing $65 of gold from the Lancaster 
Silver Plate Co.’s present factory, since 
the fire, and Harry Burns was tried as an 
accessory, but the jury disagreed and he 
will be tried again. Swenk tesitfied that 
he stole the gold and shipped it to Burns 
in Philadelphia to sell, the two to divide 
the profits. 

The arrest of Swenk immediately after 





the arrest and the discovery of incriminat- 
ing letters from Burns, led to the lat- 
ier’s arrest, the gold being found in his 
bedroom. Burns declared, however, he had 
written Swenk not to send the gold, and 
that he had no intention of selling it, and 
it was this which made the jury disagree. 


Death of Richard Smith. 

Newark, N. J., April 23.—Richard 
Smith, who 20 years ago was a retail jew- 
eleg ‘on Broad St., this city, died to-day 
at his home, 49 Halsey St., from a compli- 
cation of diseases. Mr. Smith had been ill 
for more than a year, and for the last 
month had been slowly sinking. 

The deceased was born in Woodstock, 
Vt., in 1826, and came to Newark about 
53 years ago. He succeeded to a retail 
business which was established in 1810, 
and which was at that time one of the old- 
est retail jewelry stores in the city. The 
firm’s name was Smith & Baldwin, but in 
1853 Mr. Baldwin retired. Mr. Smith con- 
tinued the business until 1879, when he 
took in his son,.J. K. Smith and J. F. 
Jeers, and the firm was again changed to 
Richard Smith & Co. His son retired in 
1881 and a few years later Mr. Smith re- 
tired also. 

The deceased is survived by a widow and 
one son. The funeral services were held 
Saturday morning at Woodstock, Vt., and 
the interment was in the family plot in the 
cemetery there.

Creditors of Hyman Rubin File Invol- 
untary Petition in Bankruptcy 
Against Him. 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed in the United States District 
Court at New York, Monday, against Hy- 
man Rubin, retail jeweler, 34 Canal St., 
New York, by the following. creditors: 
William Konovitz, $149; Alois Kohn & 
Co., $649: and Walter McPherson, $237. In 
the petition it was alleged that Rubin is a 
bankrupt and unable to pay his debts. 

A few- hours after the filing of this peti- 
tion a meeting of the creditors of the bank- 
rupt was held in the Astor House, at which 
Samuel Fine, the attorney for Rubin, an 
nounced that his client’s liabilities were 
about $23,000, of which $20,090.27 was for 
merchandise and from $3,000 to $4,000 for 
money borrowed from friends. His assets, 
he stated, amounted to about $7,000, of 
which $1,800 was in stock and fixtures, and 
$5,304 in outstanding accounts 

Mr. Bonner, attorney for the petitioning 
creditors, presided at the meeting, and on 
the vote of the creditors he appointed three 
creditors to constitute a committee to in- 
vestigate the bankrupt’s affairs and to re 
port to the body of creditors at a subse- 
quent meeting to be held in the near fu- 
ture. This committee consists of C. N 
Gray, of the Jewelers Association and 
Board of Trade; B. H. Davis, of B. H 
Davis & Co., and W. Konovitz. 

Rubin started in business in New York 
about 14 years ago, under the style of 
Rubin & Schwartz. The firm dissolved 





Jan. 12, 1899, and since that time Rubin has 
continued alone

caused by internal tension, but simply by 
purulent matte dis sc narged over the eye 
ball in the act of hrymation. Such dit 
fraction appears so nearly like that which ts 
caused by glaucoma that a simple catarrhal 
sffect may often be mistaken for a case of 
glaucoma, should we accept those diffrac- 
tion halos as infallible symptoms, which, 
alone by themselves, they are not, unless 
corroborated by other symptoms such as 
rapid loss of accommodation, reduction of 
the visual field, diminution of acuteness of 
vision, etc. 

In recapitulating I must emphasize the 
necessity of being on the lookout for cases 
of glaucoma in all persons (no matter at 
what age), who present themselves for eye 
glasses and who rapidly lose their accom 
modation or who have an amplitude of ac 
commodation far below the normal for a 
given age not consistent with the state of 
the static refraction present. Such cases 
should be closely examined for acuteness 
of vision with measurements taken of the 
size of the visual field for form and color, 
and, when found wanting altogether, acute- 
ness of vision should be normal or even 
above normal. But if the field be narrow 
or contracted, the case should be directed 
for medical treatment although glasses may 
be needed conjunction with such treat- 
ment. At any rate, it is safer for the op- 
tometrist not to interfere in any way with 
such cases by assuming a grave responsi- 
bility for the sake of selling a pair of eye- 
glasses for a paltry remuneration 

Lastly, it is my opinion that the seat of 
the disease is principally in the vitreous 
humor of the glaucomatous eye and that the 
fulness of the eyeball is caused by liquefac- 
tion of the vitreous as already stated, no 
matter whether by microbe agencies or 
otherwise. This liquefied condition of the 
vitreous largely increases in bulk in pro-
